RANS'_HOUSING ALLOTED $560,000 


Sum Allows 
Completion 


Of 56 Units 


Local Authority Also 
Allowed 412 Acres Of 
Land For The Project 


The Ancover Housing Author- 
ity has been allowed $560,000 for 
the erection of 56 dwelling units 
for veterans. A “dwelling unit” 
takes care of one family. 

The State Housing Authority in 
acting upon the application of the 
local board, has also allowed the 
acquisition of four and one-half 
acres upon which these dwellings 
are to be built. 

Chairman Frederic 8S. O'Brien 
of the Andover board said that 
the dwelling units approved for 
the town would vary from three to 
six rooms and would be attractive 


structures of two-story, multi- 
family type known as garden 
apartments. 


Architect Clinton Goodwin of 
Haverhill who has done consider- 
able work for the town, has been 
engaged by the board and is al- 
ready at work on the plans. 

With this sum approved the 
local board has completed part 
one of the program. The original 
amount sought for Andover was 
in excess of $600,000. An increase 
in the amount approved by the 
state may be made at a later date, 
although it is not certain, as the 
actual number of homes to be con- 
structed depends upon further 
analysis of the needs of the vet- 
erans. 

The sum allowed the _ local 
board is at the rate of $10,000 
per unit and out of this must be 
paid all development costs in con- 
nection with the work. 

Part two of the program con- 
sists of submission of a complete 
lay-out of the area with surveys 
of the land and drawings of the 
houses. When this is approved by 
the state authorities, the local 
| board will be ready to let contracts 
land to put the first shovel into 
the ground.

Our first reaction 
is annoyance, but closer examina- 
tion will show us that de Gaulle 
fears that Marshall Plan assis- 
tance may be used as a weapon to 
get French support of a Ruhr set- 
tlement which thoroughly scares 
France. And from the French 
point of view, de Gaulle may have 
cause to criticize. 
France Wants Ruhr 
Internationalized 

What really set him off was the 
agreement of Britain and the 
United States to return the coal, 
steel and iron industries of the 
Ruhr—the heart of the industrial 
continent—to German ownership. 
His is not the first French voice

A TOWN DEPARTMENT SURVEY? 
The proposed school building survey here — there is no 


certainty about it yet — may, if it becomes a reality, grow into 
something even bigger. It may include a similar study of all 
town departments. 

Such a survey, as we understand it, might not mean that 
any drastic changes would have to be made; they might not 
even be recommended. On the other hand, there may be a 
great many things in need of correction, and the only way to 
find out whether there are is to look over the entire situation 
and find out. 

Just because a man is physically fit, it does not follow that 
a complete medical check-up is not advisable every so often. 
If he has some trouble — some unsuspected trouble, possibly— 
a complete check will locate it, and it may be possible to take 
steps to see that things get no worse. If, on the other hand, a 
man, after a medical examination, learns that there is nothing 
wrong with him, he has nothing to worry about. 

It is the same way with schools, and with town depart- 
ments. A new building may be needed here or there; some 
departments might be conducted in a somewhat different way. 
Or perhaps no changes are needed. 

So far as the schools are concerned a study to show popu- 
lation trends, trends in enrollment, birth rates and housing— 
all considered as worthy of small committee consideration— 
would certainly do no harm, and it might be most revealing. 

Andover is, and always has been, a pretty good town. Its 
affairs are — and have been — efficiently managed. But there 
certainly is no harm in trying to make things even a little more 
shipshape. That is what a survey might do.

“EXPENSIVE GOVERNMENT" 


To the Editor of the Townswan: 

Your editorial November 18 on 
“Expensive Government” quoted an 
instance where a request by a citi- 
zen for a transfer of funds from 
abroad consumed the equivalent of 
thirty days of one person’s time, 
on government pay. Part of the pay 
was provided by the people who 
live in Andover, and those Ameri- 
cans who live elsewhere provided 
the rest of it. In your editorial you 
ask if we may expect some relief 
from such foolishness. 

If you are asking me. I'd say that 
we probably may not. If a private 
business under the sinful profit sys- 
tem paid each of its employees a 
month’s wages for taking care of 
one letter per month, you really 


could expect a change pretty 
promptly but under government 
operation, ask yourself if it is 


reasonable to expect that much will 
ever be done about it, and ask your- 
self if anything but a profit system 

will ever take care of such waste. 
Those who question the profit sys- 
tem and who applaud the govern- 
ment action on this, that and the 
other, may be saying that if the 
United Steel corporation is so sel- 
fishly and badly managed that it 
cannot afford to pay splendid wages 
we should all look forward to gov- 
ernment operation of the steel 
plants for the benefit of all Ameri- 
cans rather than for the benefit of 
the few. Ask yourself if government 
steel plants will be worrying too 
much about a month’s wages for 
taking care of one letter per month.

will ultimately be determined by a 
freely elected German government 
and an Allied International Ruhr 
Authority in which France will 
participate. 

Why Return the Ruhr? 

Why is the present action 
taken? Partly because military 
control is less effective and effi- 
cient than industrial management, 
and partly because the Germans 
will get the incentive to speed up 
production. This would very clear- 
ly take some of the load off the 
United States and Great Britain by 
having the Ruhr contribute to the 
recovery of Europe. Furthermore, 
this action is putting into practice 
the intention announced in 1945 
of leaving Germany with enough 
resources to enable her to get 
back on her industrial feet. It 
must be understood, too, that the 
Ruhr isn’t being turned back un- 
reservedly to the Germans. The 
British and Americans are no less 
aware than are the French of the 
dangers of German resurgence. 
But, like most political issues, the 
Ruhr problem is not an open and 
shut case. The recovery of Ger- 
many is essential to the recovery 
of Western Europe and the success 
of the Marshall Plan. And if the 
future of the Ruhr must depend 
upon de Gaulle’s proposition the 
issue may never be settled. For 
de Gaulle and other French lead- 
ers advocate the separation of the 
Ruhr under international control 
of the Big Four. That includes 
Russia, which has no wish to see 
the Marshall Plan suceed. Russia 
would probably be only too glad 


to see France's proposition ac- 
cepted. For either way Moscow 
would stand to win. If Russia 


wanted above all a say in Western 
Germany she might agree quickly 
to terms. If she knew that she 
couldn't get her terms accepted, 
she'd probably follow her pattern 
of past performance and prevent a 
solution of the issue. In the mean- 
time the cause of European recoy- 
ery would be halted. 
France Doubts International 
Defense 

Why don’t the French appre- 
ciate this? It must be said that 
they have cause to remember three 
German invasions across their 
borders in sixty-five years, with 
their dreadful toll in men and na- 
tional wealth. The French, and 
perhaps only the French, realized 
in 1920 the threat of future in- 
vasion which haunted them and

But for de Gaulle to denounce 
the Marshall Plan and to demand 
that western defense be split un- 
der three independent leaders 
with a French general in command 
of French forces is to demonstrate 
a strait-jacket mentality. France 
cannot defend herself against in- 
vasion. That is a fact, palatable 


or not. No one can guarantee 
France or Britain against in- 
vasion. But the best and only 


hope for France, in the event of 
conflict, is a united France, a 
strong economic Western Europe, 
and the power and resources of 
the United States to back them up. 
Obviously France has lived for 
centuries without the Marshall 
Plan. But times are very much 
changed and most obviously

establishment of public clinics for 
alcoholics in our large general, 
uon-proiit hospitals. In other 
words the Cepartment plans to ex- 
yand communi’y service at a work- 
able level into every community in 
he Commoiweath in a _ most 
needed and worthy program. 

In the second place, the depart- 
nent maintains advanced teaching 
and training activities and re- 
search. For example, advanced 
training is given to medical stu- 
dents and residents in the hospitals 
supervised by the department. Also 
adiliate nurses, occupational thera- 
pists, social service workers, and 
others are given advance study in 
these hospitals. In addition many 
research projects of great potential 
value are being carried on but 
suffer, as do the other functions of 
the Department of Mental Health 
from a severe shortage of person- 
nel. 

As a kind of summing up of the 
whole situation within the Depart- 
ment of Mental Health, it is felt 
by the writer of this column that 
only through an informed and vocal 
public can we hope for necessary 
improvements in our handling of| 
the mentally ill, and for essential 
additions to the various staffs. 

Tragic as the situation is to those 
who know, its tragedy is known to 
too few.
